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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

In the claims 
Cancel claims 13-22, 29-32, 38, and 40. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has rewritten the objected claim 49 to an independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 
(as shown in previous office action): 

• The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the limitation of 
claim 49 including the plurality of nanostructures include first nanostructures 
attached to the thermal management device, and second nanostructures attached 
to the heat source, wherein the first nanostructures include protrusions, wherein 
the second nanostructures include recesses, wherein the recesses are disposed in a 
pattern to receive the protrusions of the first nanostructures, and wherein the 
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molecules are to facilitate adhesion of the first and second nanostructures to each 
other. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 2-6 and 49-51 are allowed.
